Lomita 
Streets 
Surveyed

Survey of deficiencies In resi­ 
dential streets in Lomita is un­ 
derway, it was disclosed today 
by Chairman Burton W. Chace 
of the Los Angeles County 
Board of Supervisors.

The study to determine the 
need for additional curb and 
gutter improvements to lead the 
way fo:- widening the pavement 
in a number of local streets was 
the result of a meeting yester­ 
day with three Lomita civic 
leaders.

Chace met with George Lar- 
son, Sy Hopkins and I. E. Row­ 
land. The Street Improvement 
Committee urged widening of it 
number of residential streets 
even though property owners in 
some cases have not provided 
curbs and gutters.

Newton Templin, Chief Deputy 
County Road Commissioner told 
the group that the Department 
requires that curbs and gutters 
be constructed continuously 100 
per cent on both sides of the 
street between existing inter­ 
sections before the road pave­ 
ment may be extended.

"There are conditions which 
arise after curb and gutter has 
been constructed intermittently 
which would create excessive 
maintenance costs if left unpro­ 
tected," Templin said.

"Some property owners in 
Lomita have employed a private 
contractor for the work per­ 
formed in front of individual 
lots under permit. To date there 
are several blocks with some 
curb and gutter but which do 
not, fulfill the 100 per cent re. 
quirement," Templin declared.
